2. The Kogon Affair * At the last meeting on lb December 1953# 

Dr. Olobke had pointed out the in tore at of the Bundeskantleramt in the 
affair and noted he had been informed that Kogon waa about to be 
Tffoeecuted ty HXCOO. The Chancellor was concerned that no hare should 
coos to the European Union Movement and requested clarification of HICOG'e 
relations with Kogon. During the week of 21 Decern bar 1953# a letter was 
left at Dr. Olobke* s office outlining Kogon* e non- fulfillment of contract 
vis-a-vis HICOG to the extent of DM 286,000. Dr. Qlobke acknowledged re- 
ceipt of this report and expressed his appreciation for the Information 
it contained. He then went on to point out that investigation had established 
that Kogon* s debts involved DM 70,000 to the European Union and DM 100,000 
to various commercial creditors over and above his obligations to HICOO • 

Olobke stated that a group of Oerman industrialists would make up the 
DM 70,000 deficit in the Europe Union funds but that Kogon M m**\ t oust 
settle his obligations with other creditors, including HICOO. 

We pointed out that HICOO officials had no choice except to press 
for the recovery of the money from Kogon or they would be derelict in 
their duty. Olobke acknowledged this necessity and asked only that an 
attempt to recover the funds involve a civil suit and not a criminal 
charge of fraud. He stated that Kogon had been removed from his Europe 
Union off! css and replaced committee headed by the journalist Dr. 
Frisdlander. He estimated that time would erase the correction in people 1 s 
miod between Kogon and the European Movement. 

Olobke was Informed that a letter would be sent to Kogon dsoanding 
the fulfillment of bis contracts or HICOO would have recourse to legal 
processes. We pointed out that these were normal steps to be taken and 
the interjection of overriding political considerations would require 
intervention on the level of Chancellor Adenauer raising the matter with 
Ambassador Conant. Qlobke stated that the Chancellor would not wiah to 
adopt this course. The Germans would see that the discrepancy directly 
connected with the Europe Union would be covered but would not that 

great political considerations were Involved in Kogon* a transactions that 
were not directly connected with his functions for Eoropa Union. Kogon 
Jbad demonstrated his Irresponsibility and it would not be wise to completely 
(cover up this fact and allow him to play may major role in the future.

3* Anti-Western Propaganda . Wo pointed out to Dr. Qlobke that It 
, 77 anticipated tint the Soviet* and th* Rest Oerman Ooverment would 
oontlnu* their demndatlon of Western espionage and sabotage and possibly 
make an Issue of this subject at the forthcoming four-poser oonferenoe. 

We pointed out that General Tlmbarman had lesued a e tat went and that 
Publlo Affairs had given guldaao* to Its tranches along ths line that the 
Soviet* were trying to hide the local patriotism and tbs disgust of East 
Oereans with their illegitimate regime by claiming that 17 June and simi- 
lar disorders were the result of West Osman end Western machinations* 

We pointed out the wain themes of a brief that had been sent by cable note 
from Frankfurt and inquired If It were the intention of the Federal Re- 
public to answer these attacks or anticipate new onea by having such themes 
key-noted in a major speech by the Chancellor or the Kaiser Ministry* 

OOLobke was not certain of Intent! one along this line but called Staats- 
sekretaer Thedleck on the telephone and suggested our these and aaked 
for his plane. We learned that the German Government hid been collecting 
all available material on Eastern espionage, Menschenraub , etc, and were 
planting many articles in West German newspapers. They Intended to in- 
crease this activity In this period immediately before the feur -power 
conference but did not propose to have any one epeaifio theme enunciated 
fay a leading German figure* (We were forced to leave the subject there* 
Qlobke Is not a technical expert In the propaganda field and discussions 
of specific progress such as this would probably be more rewarding If 
held directly with Thedleck.) 

Ii» Oshlen Qrgsniaatlc . Since Gabion* s name had came up In the 
context of the previaa* par .graph we Inquired ao to the statue of inte- 
gration of the Go hie n Organisation. We stated that it was our under- 
standing that there was considerable current discussion as to the specific 
manner of integration! we wished to reiterate to Dr* Qlobke that the 
American position was still the same ss outlined on previous occasions , 
namely that, for the best interests of all concerned* it was thought 
that a broad range essentially civilian intelligence agency was advisable 
and we had no interest In supporting a narrowly military G-2 within the 
Defense Ministry . Dr. Qlobke stated that the Chancellor* s office held 
exactly the same opinion* as it had also concurred In 1$50. He pointed 
eat, however, that there were of course certain difficulties. One of the 
difficulties was that the Foreign Office was Interested in an Intelligence 
organisation under Its own wing and that Dr* JosqrLoen* (AbteUaiig I* 
Personal Venraltung) was m empire builder In this respect. The political 
opposition (SPD) also had no Interest In strengthening the Chancellor 1 s 
office* With regard, to the other personalities involved. Dr* Qlobke 
stated that Theodo^nlank accepted the solution of integration into the 
Chancellor's office and that In the :mar future Qlobke hoped to come to 
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agreement with Pritt Rrler (5PD). In his opinion Jose .-JCrauss was not 
an ^.jponont of ths Chancellor' e office and its power but rather a personal 
opponent of the Gehlan Organisation* 

*>• Ba»k Dsutacher Laendtr . We reo ailed to Dr. Globke the difficulties 
we had encounter ad In obtaining release of the funds for the CT U house* 

_ He wa s f tad liar with the background of the 2 as*. We told him that Or* 

* Albrecht of the B*ik Deutschar Laerder in } rankfurt would release ths funds 
to our representative if he received instructions from the Bundeakanjleramt . 
We handed Dr. Globke a draft memo which we requested him to send to the BQL* 
Dr* Globke pointed out that the Bundaakanmlaramt was not the competent 
office to issue Instructions to the BDL. He was willing , however , to 
change the wording of the memo and, rather than instructing the GDI to 
cany out the transaction, he would inform it that the Bundeakan tier mat 
had no objections to the proposed tr*uiafer of funds. It is estimated that 
such notification lor the personal file of Albrecht will suffice* (We 
will recheck with Dr. Globin' s secretary to see if this information was 
passed orally or If a nemo was sent to the BDL.) 

6. Expulsion . The American interest In expulsion of uon-Garaaa 
uationala^raiT pointed oat to Dr. Ql obke. We explained to him that we had 
discussed this matter with Ritter vonTEhc pointing out the danger to the 
policy of asylum In the West and the danger of disclosure of Western occu- 
pation or German security Interests. Although expulsion is within the power 
of the Land we wish to request that all expulsions be made a matter of 
record at the federal level where Allied liaison could represent our 
Interests. Dr. Globke appreciated our viewpoint end gave the opinion that 
U m desired solution was possible. We left with him a memo on the subject 
and informed him that the matter would probably be brought up with him 
officially by one of the Deputy High Coozxlssi oners representing the wishes 
cf the Allied Director* of Intelligence. Gc agreed that Ritter von Lax 
should bo given this memo in the meantime on an Informal basis to see what 
practical steps could be taken toward a solution* 

7* Interna tionale Fres3e Agent ur ( IPA) . As a last point, on the 
instructions of c 3 # we reverted to an item brought 

up In the meeting zjj November 15^1- At that time we had suggested that 
soma agency of the Gtr.uan Government might at an appropriate time take 
over the Internationale Press© Agentur (IPA) and the Deutsche Prelhelte- 
liega. In the meantime our omi closer examination had revealed that these 
agencies were not particularly valuable aid we ourselves had sevwrtd con- 
nection with them. Dr. Globke had himself apparently f orgottn the matter 
and the names of the units involved so we mutually agreed to merely forget 
about the matter*
